The necessity of an ad- 
vance has been apparent ever since 
the jump in the prices of drugs and 
everything else that is used in medi- 
cal and surgical practice. 


An advance in fees is in effect in 


most of the communities all over the 
•tate and has been for months. Among 
the fees that will take effect on Wed- 
nesday, September 6th are the fol- 
owing: Minimum day calls ?1.50 and 
50 cents additional for each addition- 
al patient in the house. Night calls 
$2.00, and in order to give the physi- 
cian a chance for needed rest and rec- 
reation night calls will mean all calls 
n which the patient asks that tiie call 
be made between the hours of 6 p. m. 
and 7 a. m. 


All calls that reach the doctor's of- 


'ice before 6 p. m. will be made on 
day fees regardless of the hour of the 
actual visit. Calls asked to be made 
during office hours will be at the same 
rate as night calls. Dangerous con- 
tagious diseases, $2.00 to $5.00. Mini- 
mum office fee, 75c. Extra charges 
for surgical attention or surgical 
dressings.
